Dr. Campbell said that after health authori- 
ties in the early 1980s issued the recommenda- 
tion that Americans reduce fat from 40 percent 
of daily calories to 30 percent or less, people e 
began to think that cutting fat was the only 
answer to a healthier diet. Since then, he noted, 
“We've learned that cutting back on certain 
foods is only half the story. We need to increase 
the amount and variety of, protective foods like 
fruits and vegetables, It doesn't mean that broc- 
coli or another plant food is individually going 
to be the answer, because we need protection 
from the hundreds of different compounds we 
get from eating a wide variety of fruits, vegeta- 
bles and grains." 

Dr. Campbell has compared Asian and Ameri- 
can eating trends as director of the Cornell- 
Oxford-China Diet and Health Project, a 15- 
year study currently funded by the American 
Institute for Cancer Research, to analyze 
dietary habits and disease-rates among thou- 
sands of rural Chinese families. He noted that 
the Chinese population's diet high in plant 
foods and low fat intake from eating few ani- 
mal-based foods seemed proportionate to their ' 
lower rates for several cancers common in the 
West. pes Westerners' greater meat and 


o 


lower vegetable and grain intakes may be 
linked to th igher cancer rates. More physi- 
cal activity also seemed to play a role in lower 
rates of these carters among Chinesé in 
contrast to the more sedentary lifestyles of peo- 
ple in Western societies: -

tification number, but are not 
eligible to obtain a SSN. 

Who, you wonder, would 
want a taxpayer ID number? 
"There are actually several cas- 
es Where an. ID number is nec- 
essary. The following need the 
special ITIN: 3 

* Nonresident aliens not eli- 
gible for 4&'SSN who are 
required to filé a U.S. tax 
return, or who are filing a U.S. 
tax returr only for the purpose 
of claiming a refund; 

* Nonresident aliens not eli- 
gible for a SSN who elect to 
file a joint U.S. tax return with 
а spouse who is a U.S, citizen 
or resident alien;
